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South Viet Crisis Strains Paris Peace Talk 


PARIS (AP) — Ambassadors 
W. Av erell Harriman and Xu an 
Thu y 
met 
for 
fou r 
hou rs 
and 10 minu tes today , 
their 
longest session y et, to rou nd ou t 
the first week of Vietnam peace 
talks amid ev idence that the 
discu ssions are pu tting fresh 
strains 
on 
U.S.-Sou th 
Viet­ 
namese relations. 
“We had a long discu ssion to­ 
day ,” Harriman said. “We hav e 
adjou rned to meet again nex t 
Wednesday .” 
This three-day spread will be 
the longest 
interv al 
between 


sessions since tile taiks began 
last Monday . 
A North Viet 
namese spokesman said the de­ 
lay was at Harriman’s requ est. 
This immediately raised specu ­ 
lation that Harriman is planning 
a qu ick trip to the United States 
for 
consu ltation, 
bu t 
U.S. 
sou rces had no immediate com­ 
ment. 
Indications of a strain be­ 
tween Washington and Saigon 
came from a Saigon interv iew 
by Foreign Minister Tran Van 
Do who said his gov ernment 
had agreed only relu ctantly to 


go along with a U.S. proposal 
made here to freeze the lev el of 
Commu nist forces in the Sou th 
as part of a program for ending 
American attacks on the North. 
The resignation of Premier 
Ngu y en Van Loc. meanwhile, 
cau sed 
a 
flu rry of 
concern 
which was eased by the speed 
with which 
President Ngu y en 
Van Thieu named Tran Van 
Hu ong as su ccessor. Any hint of 
political instability in Saigon is 
a sou rce of concern to U.S. poli­ 
cy makers and a threat of weak­ 
ness for the United States in the 


negotiations here. 
Loc is a close associate of Ky , 
who is strongly opposed to the 
American effort to end the war 
by negotiation and compromise. 
Thieu ’s attitu de has been more 
flex ible. 
In his resignation statement, 
Loc declared that Sou th Viet­ 
nam faces "grav e danger” from 
the Paris talks. 
For the past three day s, Ky ’s 
friends hav e passed the word 
that Hu ong, a former premier, 
is u nacceptable to the v ice pres­ 
ident. 


informants said Ky su spects 
Hu ong of a willingness to end 
the war by compromise. Ky was 
the only gov ernment member 
absent from the cabinet meet. 
He was reported at the Sou th 
Vietnamese air base at Nha 
Trang, 200 miles northeast of 
Saigon. 
Hu ong, a Bu ddhist from Vinh 
Long in the Mekong delta, has 
twice serv ed as may or of Sai­ 
gon. 
Some diplomatic sou rces fear 
the long-smoldering conflict be­ 
tween Thieu 
and Ky , which 


preceded the peace negotiations 
issu e, cou ld eru pt into the open 
after Loc’s remov al. 
Addressing the Cabinet before 
su bmitting his resignation, Loc 
said there was a seriou s possi­ 
bility the Paris talks cou ld be 
ex panded into fu ll peace nego- 
tations withou t the participa­ 
tion of the Sou th Vietnamese 
gov ernment. 
He said this raised the threat 
of an agreement in Paris that 
wou ld be u nfav orable to Sou th 
Vietnam 
and 
has 
“ arou sed 
¡great anx iety among the Sou th 


Vietnamese people.” 
Theiu sent an observ er dele­ 
gation to Paris despite opposi­ 
tion from Ky and other politi­ 
cians and army leaders who see 
only a military solu tion. 
Thieu , who was born a Bu d­ 
dhist and became a Roman 
Catholic, 
has 
mu ch 
su pport 
among the Sou th Vietnamese 
people, both Bu ddhist and Cath­ 
olic, who display war weariness. 
Ky , who comes from a Bu d- 
d list family in North Vietnam, 
has strong backing from nearly 
a million refu gees from North 


Vietnam—mainly Roman Cath­ 
olics—whose only hope of re­ 
tu rning to their homes is a col­ 
lapse of the Commu nist regime 
in Hanoi. 
U.S. officials declined com­ 
ment on the resignation in Sai­ 
gon of Premier Ngu y en Van Loc 
and his Cabinet. Priv ately diplo­ 
mats were inclined to seek the 
immediate cau ses in Sou th Viet­ 
namese politics rather than in 
the diplomatic situ ation.

NEWARK, N.J. (AP) — Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy is the fav or­ 
ite to win the Democratic presi­ 
dential nomination, say s Rich­ 
ard M. Nix on, candidate for the 
Repu blican nomination. 
"Bobby will win by a hair—he 
has enou gh of that,” he told a 
Nix on-for-President rally 
Fri­ 
day night. 
He said earlier, at an im­ 
promptu news conference at Ne­ 
wark Airport, that he giv es the 
edge to Kennedy ov er Vice 
President Hu bert H. Hu mphrey 
becau se of Kennedy ’s primary 
v ictories. 
Nix on added that he ex pected 
the New York senator to “win 
handily ” the u pcoming primar 
bs in Oregon and California.

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Sen. Eu ­ 
gene J. McCarthy told 3,500 stu ­ 
dents at a Univ ersity of Miami 
ou tdoor rally Friday he wou ld 
continu e to call for “a new and 
different gov ernment” in Sou th 
Vietnam. 
And 
sev eral 
times on his 
Sou th Florida campaign swing 
Friday , the Minnesota Demo­ 
crat said there wou ld be “no 
concessions, no compromise, no 
accommodations” 
with 
Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy . 
McCarthy said Kennedy ’s in­ 
v itation that tihe two candidates 
lor the presidential nomination 
join forces “really comes close 
to an edge of a kind of arro­ 
gance.” 
McCarthy 
criticized 
re­ 
cent statements by Secretary of 
State Dean Ru sk whom he said 
had denied that America was 
ready to accept coalition gov ­ 
ernment in Sou th Vietnam. He 
said Ru sk told newsmen no su ch 
gov ernment was being consid­ 
ered at the Paris peace talks be­ 
tween North Vietnam and the 
United States. 
“Whether coalition or a fu sion 
gov ernment,” 
McCarthy 
said, 
“a new and different gov ern­ 
ment is needed—a gov ernment 
of the factions now in Vietnam. 
So my talk abou t Vietnam, this 
effort to stir pu blic response, 
mu st go on.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice 
President Hu bert H. Hu mphrey 
say s the United States and the 
North Vietnamese hav e agreed 
others may join in the Paris 
talks. Bu t Hu mphrey aides say 
he was merely restating an es­ 
tablished U.S. position. 
Nonetheless, in Paris a U.S. 
official commenting on the v ice 
president’s statement said there 
has 
been 
no 
agreement 
on 
broadening participation in the 
negotiations. 
Hu mphrey , he said, was u n­ 
dou btedly referring to the long­ 
standing U.S. position that there 
wou ld be no bar to presentation 
of the v iews of the National Lib­ 
eration Front—the Viet Cong’s 
political arm—at any discu s­ 
sions of the Vietnam problem.

words, tape recorded by news­ 
men, seemed to indicate a will­ 
ingness on the part of the Unit­ 
ed States not only to receiv e the

Fragmentary reports said 22 
U.S. Marines were killed and 81 
wou nded in a fierce assau lt on 
an enemy bu nker complex 18 
miles sou th of Da Nang, part of 
Operation Allen Brook, a driv e 
aimed at rooting ou t enemy 
troops menacing the city . 
The nu mber of enemy dead 
earlier had been estimated at 
more than 100, bu t Leather­ 
necks sweeping the battlefield 
hav e fou nd only 28 enemy bod­ 
ies from Friday ’s clash. 
Military spokesmen said 159 
North Vietnamese and 48 U.S. 
Marines hav e been killed in the 
last 48 hou rs of fighting in the 
rea. Another 118 Marines were 
wou nded. 
Nearby , 15 miles west of Tam 


In the northwest corner of 
Sou th Vietnam, U.S. Marines re­ 
ported killing 51 North Viet­ 
namese in two fights near Khe 
Sanh v illage, the command post 
of an enemy regiment. Six Ma­ 
rines were killed and 24 wou nd­ 
ed. 
Khe Sanh v illage is 3Vti miles 
sou th of the Marines’ Khe Sanh 
combat base, which was u nder 
enemy siege for 77 day s earlier

partment store — to pu rchase an 
Oregon-made wool sport shirt — 
bu t nowhere was there an ex ­ 
plosion of crowd response su ch 
as has marked his tou rs in other 
states.

triggered a breakdown in trans­ 
portation and many state serv - 
ces today , threatening France 
with semiparaly sis. 
President Charles de Gau lie 
will cu t short a state v isit to Ro­ 
mania and fly to Paris tonight 
to be in close tou ch with the sit­ 
u ation, French sou rces in Roma­ 
nia said. 
Red flags flew from more 
than 40 factories occu pied 
by 
striking workers. Dozens of oth­ 
er plants were shu t down ami as 
the weekend began the list of 
crippled plants grew. Agitation 
seemed at a peak in sou thwes­ 
tern France and arou nd Paris; 
the northern and eastern sec­ 
tions were less affected. 
Personnel of the state-ru n ra ­ 
dio 
and 
telev ision 
networks 
threatened today to call strikes 
that wou ld cu t off De Gau lle’s 
main commu nications link with 
the French people. Bu t they did 
not decide when or how to 
lau nch the strike. 
They annou nced a sev en-point 
complaint list. They objected to 
ev ery tihtag from "gov ernment 
interference in the objectiv ity of 
news reports” to the attachment 
of the facility to the minisry of 
informaion.

And all ex cept Paris railway 
stations were 
deserted.

Su bway and bu s traffic in 
Paris seemed to be diminishing. 
The u nrest was spreading in 
the postal and telecommu nica­ 
tions serv ices.

An important factor affecting 
the quality and yield of hay is 
the harvest schedule. Most often 
the time to harvest is deter­ 
mined by stage of growth of 
tile plants. Due to the amount 
of variation of climatic con­ 
ditions from year to year, the 
s t a g e 
of 
growth 
varies 
t r e m e n d o u s l y . It is now 
recommended by the Ohio Stato 
University that the calendar be 
used as a means to determine 
when to harvest hay. 
In Pickaway County it is 
recommended 
that the first 
cutting of an alfalfa-common 
orchardgrass mixture be made 
between May 18-23. For alfalfa- 
bromegrass or alfalfa-timothy 
mixtures, the dates for the first 
cutting are May 23-28. The 
above dates will result in a 
somewhat lower dry 
matter 
yield but protein quality and 
digestability will be higher. If 
you are interested in higher 
yield the first cutting should be 
delayed by seven days in all 
cases.

WASHINGTON (AP> - Per 
Capita consumption of beef has 
risen almost 50 per cent in the 
United States since 1900. a De­ 
partment of Agriculture econo­ 
mist says, but when the house­ 
wife feels the price is too high 
she doesn’t hesitate to switch to 
pork or pou&ry. 
"The housewife may prefer 
beef today, but she won’t pay 
any price to get it,” says Ste­ 
phen J. Hiemstra, head of the 
food consumption section of the 
Economic Research Service. 
Hiemstra is preparing a re­ 
port on consumer buying trends, 
with emphasis on beef, pork and 


poultry, since the turn of the 
century. 
"Over all, the consumer can 
react quite rapidly to retail 
meat prices. The producer, on 
the other hand, must make long- 
range plans. Certainly, what the 
housewife is willing to pay is 
considered by producers in plan­ 
ning what they wili do next." 
For example. If a housewife 
decides that a cut of meat is 
too expensive she can turn to a 
lower-priced variety or cut. 
Eventually,

says,

“ Over-all, the consumer can 
react quite rapidly

meat prices. The producer, on 
the other hand, must make long- 
range plans. Certainly, what the 
housewife is willing to pay is 
considered by producers in plan­ 
ning what they will do next.” 
For example, if a housewife 
decides that a cut of meat is 
too expensive she can turn to a 
lower-priced variety or cut.

Talk about voluntary wage and price 
controls has been revived by Chairman 
Okun of the President’s Council of 
Economic 
Advisers

Both warned that spiraling wages 
produce spiraling prices.

when labor leaders, disavowing any 
responsibility for economic stability, 
insist on getting as much as their un­ 
fettered power can produce, without 
regard for such newfangled concepts 
as worker productivity. 
In an attempt to prevent inflationary 
wage and price increases, the Johnson 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n once advanced 
guidelines, under which it was held that 
wages could safely go up 3.2 percent 
without the necessity of a rise in prices.

NEW YORK (AP) — How can 
you expect business to forego 
price increases? How can you 
convince unions that wage in­ 
creases can be bad for the econ­ 
omy? 
These questions frame a ma­ 
jor dilemma of the American 
economy today. 
By their nature, unions and 
management are committed to 
winning gains for their mem­ 
bers. 
In public utterances, econom­ 
ic stability is considered by both 
to be necessary for their web 
being but neither seems to like 
the job, as evidenced by the 
present wage-price spiral. 
Rigid controls, however, seem 
to be liked even less. The popu­ 
lar argument against them is 
that they violate economic com­ 
mon sense, are discriminatory 
and carry the threat of a Big 
Brother government dictating 


the rules of the game. 
The absence of rigid controls 
now permits unions and busi­ 
ness to seek gains without seri­ 
ous penalties to themselves, 
even though the economy may 
suffer. 
But this freedom of decision 
may very well be something 
that neither really wants. There 
are at least three reasons for 
this: 
First, a union or business 
must answer to its members or 
stockholders if it voluntarily 
foregoes an increase out of con­ 
sideration for the national inter­ 
est. 
Second, if either decides that

Monday Unless

ATHENS, Ohio (AP) — Union 
leaders and Ohio University of­ 
ficials head to the bargaining 
table today in an eleventh-hour 
effort to head off a possible 
strike by 900 nonteaching em­ 
ployes at the school. 
A noon meeting was sched­ 
uled after Local 1599 of the 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes 
called Friday for arbitration of 
the key issue—employe job re­ 
classification. 
“We feel strongly that this is 
the solution to the problem,” 
said L. 0. Henry, a union ex 
ecutive. 
School officials did not agree 
to arbitration but said it would 
meet to discuss the matter. The 
university contends that there is 
no enough time to reclassify 
employes by Monday, when the 
strike, if called, would begin. 
Meanwhile, members of tile 
33-member Faculty Council un­ 
animously accepted Friday a 
school proposal which would 
permit students to select one of 
several methods of grading in 
case the quarter is cut short by 
a strike. 
School officials say that if a 
strike begins Monday, tile quar­ 
ter will end the following Fri­ 
day, a week early. 
The student government ear­ 
lier rejected a similar proposal 
but are not expected to oppose 
a modified plan the Faculty 
Senate approved. 
The student government will 
vote on the proposal tonight.

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Cost To Attend Colleges 
In Ohio Well above Norm 


CLEVELAND 
(AP) 
—Ohio­ 
ans pay close to 60 per cent 
above the national average in 
tuition and fees to attend state- 
supported institutions of higher 
education, a survey by a Cleve­ 
land utility showed Friday. 
For more than 360 state-sup­ 
ported institutions outside Ohio, 
average annual tuition and fees 
was $310, compared with $495 
for Ohio schools, the study by 
the East Ohio Gas Co. dis­ 
closed. 
The tuition and fees at state 
universities in Ohio range from 
$363 at Central State Univer­ 
sity to $565 at Bowling Green 
and $600 at the University of 
Cincinnati for Ohioans living 
outside that city. 
And these costs are likely to 
go up, tile study pointed out. 
Increases were kept from be­ 
coming effective next academic 


year by veto of the Ohio Board 
of Regents. 
The cost of living bas risen 
by about 45 per cent since 1950, 
East Ohio Gas statisticians said 
but the average cost of attend­ 
ing college has doubled since 
then. 
Citing Oberlin College as ail 
example, the survey said tui­ 
tion and fees—along with room 
and board—cost $1,365 in 1950 
and will cost $3,163 for the 
school year starting next Sept­ 
ember. 
Among tile private colleges in j 
Ohio, 
Wilberforce 
University 
charges for next school year 
are $930 for tuition and fees and 
$750 for room and board, for a 
low total of $1,650 among Ohio 
private colleges. In addition to 
Oberlin, four private colleges 
will cost $3,000 or more—West­ 
ern College for Women and 


Lake Erie College, each $3,000; 
Kenyon $3,120 and Case West­ 
ern Reserve $3,206. 
Here are the increases shown 
for some of the big state schools 
in their charges in tuition and 
fees since 1955: Kent State, $208 
to $510; Ohio University, $177 
to $510; Bowling Green, $208 to 
$565; Miami, $190 to $520. 
Parents footing the bills must 
also figure on an average min­ 
imum outlay of 500 a school 
year over and above the costs 
of tuition, fees, board and room.

(state), six missing and 242 in­ 
jured. More than 2,000 homes 
were wrecked and almost 9,000 
persons were homeless. 
Relief teams speeding to the 
disaster areas reported finding 
families huddling over fires for 
warmth, railway tracks twisted, 
roads split by great cavities and 
other evidence of the trembler 
that registered 7.8 on the Japa­ 
nese scale.
